George Denison first saw service in 1834 as an officer of the 1st Regiment of West York Militia. In 
1837 he fought at the battle of Gallows Hill when William Lyon McKenzie’s rebels were routed. During 
the Fenian raids of 1866 he was in command of the Toronto garrison. He fought to promote a more 


vigorous military policy for the “development of a Canadian military tradition.”
